After an expenditure of nearly 
$25,600 the Western Gas and oil Com- 
pany has struck gas in their workings 
in tke east end of the city between 
Kinistino and Boundry streets near 
Jasper avenue extension and today 
are happily looking forward to possi- 
bly large profits in natura} gas in the 
near future. 

As the flow was only struck yester- 
day it is early yet to say what it 
amounts to, but it was burning in the 
kitchen stove down at the well jast 
night and there was sufficient pres- 
sure to serve all purposes as fus] gas. 
The quality of the gas is not yet, de- 
termined, but as the gases found at 
Lengdon to tbe south and Athabasca 
Landing to the north, in which range 
or zone Edmonton lies, are entirely 
free from sulphur, there is no reason 
to doubt that the same gas here will 
be of the same quality. 

The gas was struck at a depth of 
1,450 feet, and is found in a strata 
of sandstone, which underlies a streak 
of soft huronian shale. In going 
through thei shale which was very; sofa 
and caved badly giving the driljers all 
kinds of trouble, there were indica- 
tions of gas and the day before yes- 
terday when the drillers got through 
the shale and into the sandsiona a 
regular flow of gas was encountered. 
Yesterday as they worked into the 
sandstone the flow increased.
